Recognition  Day  was  enlivened  by 
interesting  ceremonies  and  programs. 
Tlie  parade  in  tlie  morning  was  form- 
ed in  front  of  the  Assembly  store  and 
marclied  to  the  lawn  in  front  of  Mrs. 
Yerkes"  c<>ttage.  Here  the  class  pass- 
ed first  througlithe  .Vrches  of  History. 
Literature  and  Art.  and  then  througli 
the  gate  of  Fame.  Tlie  gradnating 
class  was  composefl  of  one  member, 
Mrs.  Amos,  of  Brighton.  Mrs.  T.  S. 
Chapman  and  .Mrs.  W.  E.  Carlin,  of 
Jerseyville.  of  the  classes  of  'QSand  'H4 
passed  through  the  gates,  they  never 
having  gone  tlirough  that  cwemony 
before.  At  the  tabernacle  the  class 
poem  was  read  and  speeches  made  by 
Drs.  Brown  and  Oeorge.  At  2  o'clock 
p.  m.  the  Band  gave  their  concert 
which  is  always  an  attractive  feature 
of  any  program.  At  2:30  the  after- 
noon C.  L.  S.  C.  program  began.  One 
of  the  best  and  the  most  attentively 
listened  to  numbers  was  the  Solo  by 
Master  Robert  .lohnson.  This  young 
boy  has  been  raised  in  a  home  of  mu- 
sicians and  he  shows  the  influence  of 
musical  surroundings  in  his  well  drill- 
ed, well  modulated,  and  sweet  toned 
voice.  After  speeches  by  Drs.  Brown, 
.Stewart,  and  George  the  members  of 
the  C.  L.  S.  C.  Alumni  tendered  the 
graduating  class  a  reception  at  Mrs. 
Cross's  cottage  on  Bluff  avenue.  These 
are  some  of  the  happenings  that  make 
Chautanqua  life  very  attractive. 


Historic    Tiasit. 

On  I  lie  ITthof.linu',  HHH.  Mar<iuette 
and  .loliet,  with  Miciv  servants  and 
guides  floated  ou'  of  the  mouth  of  the 
Wiscon.sin.  upon  the  placid  bosom  of 
the  majestic  Mississippi  river,  of 
which  they  had  heard  much  from  the 
Indians  among  whom  they  had  labor- 
ed tor  many  years.  Their  object  was 
exploration  and  discovery. 

They  were  the  flrst   white  men  tliat 
ever  saw.  or  navigated  the  upper  Miss- 
issippi, from  the  place  where  they  en- 
tered, to  the  mouth  of  the  Ohio. 
■      The  latter  part  of  .June  or  first  part 
of  .luly  they  passed  along  that  portion 
of  the   Mississippi   river    where  I'iasa 
',  Chautauqua  Assembly  is  now  located. 
In  his  report  of  this  e.xpedition,  to  the 
French  Oovernment.  Marquette  gives 
a  description  of  these  bluffs,   and  the 
famed  pictures  of  the  "Piasa  Hiid"  as 
i  follows: 

I  "As  we  coasted  along  the  rocks, 
I  frightful  for  their  lieiglUh  and  vast- 
i  ness,  we  saw  upon  one  of  them  two 
I  huge  monsters  painted  upon  it.  that 
j  we  were  alarmed  at  flrst  sight,  and  up- 
{  on  which  the  most  courageous  sava- 
ges dare  not  for  a  long  time  fasten 
i  their  eyes. 

I  They  are  as  large  as  a  call',  have 
I  horns  upon  the  head  like  a  deer,  a 
i  frightful  look,  red  eyes,  a  beard  like 
i  a  tiger,  a  face  something  like  a  man's, 
j  a  body  coveied  with  scales,  the  tail  so 
I  long  that  it  made  the  circuit  of  the 
I  body,  passing  over  the  head  and  re- 
turning between  the  legs,  termin.-iting 
I  in  a  tail  like  that  of  a  flsh.  The  col- 
i  ors  that  composed  it  were  green,  red 
i  and  black.  In  truth  these  two  mon- 
sters are  so  well  painted  that  we  can- 
!  not  believe  a  savage  was  the  workman 
j  since  good  painters  in  France  would 
I  find  it  difficult  to  do  as  well;  and  more- 
I  over,  they  are  so  higli  upon  the  rock, 
I  that  it  is  difficult  to  reach  them  con- 
j  veniently  by  painters  "' 
[  ''As  we  were  conversing  about  these 
i  monsters,  rowing  quietly  in  the  beau- 
tiful water,  clear  and  tranquil,  we 
heard  the  noise  of  a  rapid  into  which 
we  were  going  to  fall.  I  have  never 
seen  anything  more  frightful:  an  im- 
pediment caused  by  whole  trees  and 
branches,  and  floating islandsproceed- 
edfrom  the  mouth  of  the  river  Peket- 
ononi,  (Missouri)  with  so  much  impetu- 
osity, that  we  could  not  attempt  to 
pass  acro.ss  without  danger:  the  agita- 
tion was  such  that  the  water  was  a 
muddy  and  could  not  be  purified." 

It  will  be  seen  from  Marquette's  de- 
scription that  these  "monsters"  par- 
take of  the  characteristics  of  man,  an- 
imal, and  flsh,  but  have  neither  feath- 
ers, nor  wings  as  claimed  by  later  tra- 
dition.
